Snow Survey has been 
developed during, the past thirteen years. 
‘Originated by Dr. J. E. Church of the Uni- 
versity of Nevada, the system of surveying 
“the water content of snow fields during 
the winter is now in almost universal use 
in the North American mountains. 
Crews, usually of two men, go to bases in 


the mountains at which the survey tools are 
-- cached, 


These tools are too heavy to pack .- 
around, although repairs are occasionally 
carried. The men travel by skis or snow- 
shoes; they are either residents of the 
district, National Forest officers, Nation- 
al Park officers, or employees of the pub- 
Tic utilities. The information they gather 
is compiled by the California Department . 
of Public Works, Vivision of Water Resour- 
ces, and is issued to interested persons 
whether or not they live in the state. 
The following description applies, espec- 
-ially to the snow course on Mount Shasta, 
but is representative of all courses in 
the state. Certain tools vary in use and 
style in the several western states. In 

a long wooden box in the Sierra Club Shasta 
Lodge are a number of iron pipes. On the 
bottom pipe is a boring device which easi- 
ly penetrates powder snow and ice layers 
in the wck. As the tube is screwed into) 
the snow additional lengths of pipe are 
screwed into it until rock bottom is found. 
The base of the tube is so arranged that
